New Delhi, the 5th July 1967 
S .R . O . 17 - E . — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Ict , 1957 (62 of 1957 ) , the Central Government hereby makes the following regula 
ions further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Shrvice and Miscel 
aneous Regulations, 1964 , published with the notification of the Government of 
" ndia in the Ministry of Defence No. S . R . O . 22E , dated the 19th February , 1964 , 
amely : 

1. These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Fourth Amendment) Regulations, 1967.
